GENERAL  ARGUMENT. 

When  we  expect  an  interview  with  any 
our  fellow  beings  who  are  of  high  standing  in 
the  community,  of  eminent  virtues,  universal¬ 
ly  beloved  and  respected,  and  enjoying  the 
authority  tliat  is  conferred  by  public  office  and 
personal  influence,  we  naturally  feel  a  degree 
of  awe,  and  endeavour  to  present  ourselves  be¬ 
fore  them  with  every  mark  of  deference  and 
propriety  of  demeanour.  And  such  a  feeling 
and  conduct  are  as  reasonable  as  they  are  na¬ 
tural;  for,  by  honouring  their  persons,  we  ho¬ 
nour  their  virtues,  and  every  respect  paid  to 
them,  is  a  reverence  to  the  public  which  has 
bestowed  upon  them  its  confidence.  There  is 
also  genuine  delicacy  of  feeling,  in  the  defer¬ 
ence  observed  towards  such  personages  by  in¬ 
dividuals  less  eminent.  It  indicates  a  correct 
disposition,  and  contributes  to  moral  and  social 
order. 

Similar  to  this  case,  is  that  of  an  intercourse 
with  the  Sovereign  of  heaven  and  earth.  His 
excellence  is  perfect,  his  authority  unlimited; 
how  great  should  be  the  deference  of  our  hearts, 
and  the.  nron>'i(‘l.v  of  mir  siiporh  an<l  liohaviiuir 
before  Him!  “God  is  in  heaven,  and  tliou 
upon  earth,”  saith  the  inspired  man.  What  an 
awful  reflection  for  (hose  who  approach  the 
footstool  of  Jehovah!  ^How  carefully  should  we 
jiiepare  ourselves  for  the  interview  with  Him!

presence  of  the  Holy  One.  There  are,  indeed, 
pressing  temptations  and  sorrows,  in  which  the 
soul  claims  (he  privilege  of  those  who  are  ready 
to  perish;  and,  on  the  wings  of  ejaculation, 
rushes  in  haste  to  obtain  safety  and  comfort  in 
the  presence  of  its  God.

It 
was  not  until  the  second  George  had  been  upon  ^ 
the  throne  for  13  years,  that  in  1740  the  ne-  | 
cessity  of  a  bishop  over  the  churchmen  of  Ame-  j 
rica  was  again  publicly  alluded  to.  In  that  year, ' 
Dr.  Seeker,  who  was  then  bishop  of  Oxford, 
preached  the  anniversary  sermon  before  the  So¬ 
ciety  for  Propagating  the  Gospel,  and  depicting 
in  lively  colours  the  inconveniences  of  the 
church  in  America,  pleaded  with  affectionate 
earnestness  for  a  resilient  bishop,  as  the  only 
remedy  for  its  manifold  spiritual  privations. 

Whether  any  measure  proposing  relief  result¬ 
ed  from  his  representation,  we  have  not  the 
means  of  discovering;  it  is  probable,  however, 
that,  discouraged  by  repeated  failures,  the  so¬ 
ciety  preferred  patiently  to  wait,  until  some  op¬ 
portunity,  decidedly  favourable  to  their  wishes, 
should  present  itself. 

This  opinion  derives  countenance  from  the 
fact,  that,  from  the  period  Just  alluded  to,  up  to 


perpetual  basis  of  landed  property.  In  the 
space  of  two  centuries,  from  the  reign  of  Con¬ 
stantine  to  that  of  Justinian,  the  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  churches  of  the  empire  were  enriched  by 
the  frequent  and  unalienable  gifts  of  the  prince 
and  people.  'The  standard  of  the  wealth  of  the 
bishops,  from  the  reasonable  income  of  six  hun¬ 
dred  pounds  sterling,  insensibly  rose  with  the 
dignity  and  opulence  of  the  cities  which  they 
governed,  till  some  of  tliem  realized  a  revenue 
of  twelve  thousand  pounds  sterling.  As  early 
as  in  the  eighth  century  in  France  and  England 
many  churches  possessed  seven  or  eiglit  thou¬ 
sand  hides  of  land,  from  60  to  100  acres  each. 
Some  of  these,  however,  were  uncultivated  and 
unappropriated,  and  by  their  culture  the  monas¬ 
teries  acquired  great  riches;  for  their  revenues 
were  less  exptised  to  the  ordinary  means  of  dis¬ 
sipation  than  those  of  the  laity.  Their  wealth 
thus  accumulating  enabled  them  to  become  (he 
regular  purchasers  of  landed  estates,  especially 
in  the  times  of  the  crusades,  when  the  fiefs  uf 
the  nobility  were  constantly  in  the  market  for

But  perhaps  we  may  see  even  now,  that  it  has 
been  ever-ruled  fur  good.  Can  we  not  say,  that 
it  has  convinced  us  more  forcibly  uf  a  want  of 
zeal  in  the  support  uf  missions?  and  of  the  great 
necesssity  of  ardent  and  persevering  prayer? — 
We  may  hope  that  it  has  had  this  effect.  God 
has  tried  us  thus  with  adversity.  He  is  now 
proving  us  with  prosperity,  and  granting  re¬ 
markable  successes  to  our  missions  in  Burinah. 
Let  us  not  be  high-minded,  but  fear.  As  a 
more  generous  spirit  is  now  excited,  let  us  be 
earnest  with  God  that  it  may  be  continued. 
And  as  the  Baptist  Board  have  lately  sent  two 
reinforcements  to  Burmah,  let  us  feel  that  our 
labour  of  love  for  the  Burmans  has  but  com¬ 
menced.  Our  sense  of  dependence  on  God 
must  lead  us  to  diligence  and  to  liberality,  ho¬ 
ping  fur  his  blessing.  But  little  is  yet  done.  Let 
us  feel,  therefore,  that  much  is  yet  to  be  done, 
and  to  be  dune  by  our  denomination.  Why 
should  we  not,  according  to  our  numbers,  be  as 
laborious,  as  untiring,  and  as  persevering  in 
missions,  as  any  other  body  of  Christians  on  the 
globe?
